Washington, August 15.—(Bulletin) 


—A report today received by the State 
Department that another iiaval battle 
is in progress at Port Arthur.. It is 
stated that the Russian warships driv- 
en back to Port Arthur after the last 
engagement with the Japanese made 
another dash for 
liberty 
early this 


morning. Ths fleet left on guard by 
Admire! Togo intercepted ' them and 
the battle was on when the report to 
the governmetn here was sent. 


Chefoo August 15.—A telegram was 


received from wnat is considered a 
very reliable source today stating thai 
a general attack on Port Arthur by the 
Japanese was begun ax 4. o'clock this 
morning. It is believed here that this 
will be the final assault. 


Cbeei'oo, /uvg. 15.—A riimoi which 


cannot be amfirmed, is current here 
tliat the Russian cruiser Novik has 
been sunk. 


Tokio, Aug. 15.—The Japanese sav- 


ed 150 of the crew of the Russian cruis- 
er Rurik, which was sunk during the 
battle north of Tpa Island, by fleet ol 
Admiral Kanmrnura.

"Vladivostok squadron at dawn Sunday, 
north of Tbu island, in the Strait of 
Korea, and attacked the enemy at 
once. The battle lasted for five hours. 
and resulted in a complete Japanese 
victory. The Russian cruiser Rurik 
was sunk and the cruisers Rossia and 
Gromoboi fled to the northward, after 
having sustained serious damage. 


Vice Admiral Kamirnura cables the 


navy department that the injuries in- 
flicted upon his vessels were slight.

The fate of the crew of the Rurik is 
not known. It is presumed that many 
of them were killed or drowned. The 
strength of the fleet under Vice Ad- 
miral Kamimura is not known, but it 
is presumed that he had the Adsuma, 
Jdsumo, Iwate, Takashiho and other 
light cruisers. 


In th*e fight of Aug. 10 the squadron 


under Admiral Togo was practically 
uninjured. The battleship Mikasa suf- 
fered the most, but she continues on 
the fighting Mn<>. The cruisers Yaku- 
jao, Nishin and Kasuga also were hit, 
but temporary renairs already have 
teen made and they aie fully service- 
able. 


RUSSiA PROTESTS 


Acainst the Seizure of the Gunboat. 


Czar's Plaint. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 15. — Foreign 


Minister Lamsdorff instructed M. Neli- 
doff, the Russian ambassador at Paris, 
to request that France, on behalf of 
Iliissia, shall lodge a strong protest 
•with the French minister at Tokyo, 
M. Harmsnd, against what is de- 
scribed as an outrageous violation of 
Chinese neutrality and of universally 
recognized piinciples of international 
law, involved in the Japanese attack 
on the Russian torpedo-boat destroyer 
Ryeshitelni in a neutral harbor. The 
foreign powers have also been in- 
formed of the Russian declaration, and 
the Rur&ian minister at Peking, Paul 
Lessar, is charged to protest to the 
Chinese government with _reterenc_e__ to 


the serious consequences the violation 
of neutrality which she has permitted 
may entail. 


To Return the Boat. 


London. Aug. 15.—The Chefoo cor- 


respondent of the Daily Telegraph, un- 
der date of Aug. 13, says: "Admiral 
Sah states that the Japanese promised 
to return the Ryeshitelni today." 


Losses of the Japanese. 


Tokyo, Aug. 15.—The following cas- ( 


ualties have been reported on the 
Japanese side during the action of 
Aug. 10: The battleship Mikasa had 
four officers killed and 29 men severe- 
ly wounded. Six officers and 29 men 
were slightly wounded. The armored 
cruiser Yakumo had one officer and 49 
men killed, and one officer and 11 men 
wounded. On board 
the 
armored 


cruiser Nisshin 10 men were killed 
and seven 
officers 
and nine men 


wounded. The armored cruiser Ka- 
suga had two officers and 15 men 
wounded. Torpedo boat No. 38 had 
pne man killed and eight wounded. 


Germany's Positfon. 


Berlin, Aug. 15.—The foreign office 


states that if the Russian ships which 
put into Tchingou, at the entrance of 
Kiaoehcu bay, the German concession, 
on the Shantung peninsula, do not 
make repairs and leave that port with- 
in the time allotted them, they will be 
detained there for the rest of the war. 
The commanders of the Russian ves- 
cels have boon notified to that effect. 
The length of the time limit decided 
upon has not been disclosed here. The 
repairs to the ships must be made un- 
der strict surveillance by the German 
authorities as a guarantee that the 
work shall be confined to the making 
of the vessels seaworthy. 


AttacS< on Port Arthur. 


Liao Yang, Aug. 15.—The following 


further ysrticulars of the Japanese at- 
tack on Port Arthur on July 2C are 
given by a Russian 
correspondent: 


"The Jappnese on July 25 sent a sum- 
mons to the fortress to surrender and 
served notice of their intention to 
storm. On the following morning at 
6:30 they concentrated the fire of 120 
guns on Green Hills. 
Many of their 


shells were filled with, melenite, whiih 
gave of£ noxious gases. Their land 
guns were supplemented by the fire of 
the fleet and the Japanese infantry 
moved forward to attack the right 
wing of the Green 
Hills 
position. 


{There was a perfect cloud of shells, 
and the bombardment was the heav- 
iest so far of the siege. During the 
clay the Japanese artillery sent in 
from 25.000 to 30,000 rounds! The at- 
tack failed utterly." 


Czarevitch's Game Fight. 


Chefoo, Aug. 15. — Details of the 


naval battle of Aug. 10 reaching here 
show that the Russian 
battleship 


Czarevitch made a remarkable strug- 
gle. When the battle opened six bat- 
tleships on each side opposed each 
other on almost parallel lines in the 
vicinity of Round island. The cruisers 
and torpedo-boat destroyers on both 
sides were ordered out of range. When 
the fight had been under way for some 
time the cruisers and smaller craft 
became engaged. 
Finally the Czare- 


vitch was surrounded by four battle- 
ships and two cruisers. She endured 
hours 
of terrible fighting pluckily.

Chefoo, Aug. 15.—Captain Matouse- 


vitch, late Rear Admiral Withoft's 
chief of staff, who was wounded dur-

wounds. Only one Russian torpedo 
boat remains at Tsingchou with the 
Czarevitch. 
The Japanese demanded 


the departure of the Czarevitch, but 
the governor of Tsingchou replied that 
the vessel would be dismantled. 


Legation Notified. 


Washington. Aug. 15.—The Jap- 


anese legation has received a cable- 
gram from Tokyo saying: "Admiral 
Kamimura reports that our squadron, 
after five hours" severe fighting with 
the three ships of the Vladivostok 
squadron on themorning of the 14th in 
the mouth of Tsushima island.

I was sitting in the oflice of the An- 


chor Shipbuilding: company, where 1 
am cue of the managers, when I re- 
ceived a call from a stylishly dressed 
lauy. 


"You are Mr. Trevor:'' 
"I am." 
"I am Miss Bancroft. You are build 


Ing a yacht for my father." 


"Tracy Bancroft? You are right." 
"Here is a note from my father re- 


questing you to make a change in the 
yacht,'' aud she produced instructions 
to put in a safe capable of holding a 
cubic foot of valuables. Miss Bancroft 
then proceeded to instruct me what 
stateroom to put it in, after which she 
left the oflice. Two. months later the 
yacht was ready for a trial trip, and I 
so notified Mr. Bancroft. He appointed 
a day for the trip, but when it arrived 
seiit his daughter, writing that he was 
ill and unable to go himself. Miss Ban- 
croft brought a man to represent her 
father in determining it" the yacht came 
up to contract, but 1 could not see that 
he knew anything about shipbuilding. 
However, the vessel was accepted and 
ordered made ready for continued use 
during the season that was about to 
open.
